A New Species of Hemp. 
We find i the Maysville Eagle, a communica- 
tion from L. Malthy, of Mason county, in relation 
to a new species of hemp. The following extract 
conveys all that is of material interest: 

When in Franco iw thesummer of 1851, T learn- 
ed that there had been introduced there the Sota, 
or Chinoese hemp, which we found to yield much 
more than the Kussian, It requires, however, a 
longer and) warmer season than thoso of France 
to mature the seed, and consequently the seed was 
raised in Algiers and imported into France to be 
sown for lint—as it gave, however, a yicld one- 
third.greater than the Russia hemp. 

Ttoceurring to me that if our seasons were too 
eold to mature the seed, it could easily be raised 
iw the South and brought here to be sown, and that 
the farmer would be amply compensated for the 
enhaneed cost of seed, in the increasing produe- 
tion of lint, I brought the seed to this country, 
and in the spring of °52, Mr. C. A. Marshall and 
myself both planted seed of it, and I sent some 
to Louisiana. Mr. M. succeeded in raising seed 
here—finding it matured about three weeks later 
than the nativeplant. In Louisiana it was casily 
taised. 

This spring, Capt. Payton, J. Kay, near this 
place, sowed about an acre with this seed. The 
hemp is now standing, and is somo two feet high- 
er than the native hemp sown on the same day, on 
an adjoing piece of ground. It will nverazenear- 
Jy ten feet in height, stand thicker on the ground, 
and will mot_be ready fo cut till next week—somo 
ten days later than the hemp sown by the side of 
it. It is of a light green, with a narrow leaf, of 
deep indentations. It promises to lint yery heay- 
ily. As far as any comparison can be made with 
the old variety, in the present green state of both 
some farmers think that it will give double the 
But. But of course wo accurate comparison can 
be made, 

The ground occupied by the hemp will be meas- 
ured and the production per acre carefully ascer- 
tained—and though such a season as the present, 
will not show fully its producing quality, yet 
there is no doubt that its superiorty. is to render it 
& great acquisition to farmers. L. Matrny. 


3 Gathering Fruit. 

‘As far as practicable, all fruits should be gath- 
ered carefully byhand,—the apple, pear, plum, | 
cherry and some others with their stems attached; 
for these fruits look and keep better with these 
apperdages on. -Stawberries, peaches and the 
finer varieties of the pear cannot be handed with 
too mnch care, for the slightest pinch or bruise is 
sure to oceasion decomposition beneath it. It is 
an excellent practice to gather all “such tendor 
fruits in broad shallow baskets—(all the better if 
Tined with soft cloth or moss)—having but one 
layer. deep of the fruitin the basket at. a time.— 
Fruits may in this way be transferred to the shelves 
of the fruit room, or elsewhere without injury. 

All baskets, &c., into or upon which fruit is to 
be placed, should be perfectly clean, otherwise 
the fruit will besurely injured thereby. We have 
seen fine looking pears which had been entirely 
ruined by having been kept, only fora few days, 
in cigar boxes, notwithstanding the precaution had 
been taken to wrap each specimen ina clean dry 
paper before depositing it in the box. 

In gathering winter fruit even for home con- 
sumption there is need ofsome care and discre- 
tion.—Apples and pears aswe haye remarked 
should be picked carefully by hand when they 
are not wet with dew orrain. The apples should 
be gently laid down, twelve er fourteen inches 
deep on the floor ofa cool dry room, where they 
should remain to dry and a season—as gardners 
express it—two or three weeks. Then ona clear 
dry day they should be packed by hand carefully 
ip clean dry barrels, which should be filled so full 
that a gentlepreasure will be necceseary in order to 
Head them. We may if we choose, put up the

and Orchard. 

‘This is a theme glanced at, under another head- 
ing. in the Septomber number. 

Man can subsist onfresh animal food alone, 
though not on ‘that preserved in'salt; amd even 
witha large addition of farinaceons substances, 
he is but approaching the:trac mixed dict which 
his anatomy shows to be his natural food. Expe- 
rience proves that the obstinate Grahamite, and 
the half eavage flesh enter; are nearly equally dis- 
tant from the trae hygienic medium. “A due pro- 

portion of animal and farinaeeous matter—vogeta- 
| intos aud fruits—all seasonable and fresh, and 
adupted to the peculiarities of the individual—con- 
stitutes the necessary and healthful nutriment of 
mankind. A large departure from this standard, 
either way, is sure to be followed, sooner or later, 
by a diminution of mental or physical force and 
integrity, in the individual aod his progeny. Food 
influences character, health, und longevity, more 
seriously than many of us aro Willing to admit; 
and’a propor regalation of diet is by no means so 
difficult a matter as is genorally Supposed. — It is 
88 easy andabout as cheapto live well xs it is to live 
ill, considering the cost of subsistence alone; and 
that question ‘sinke into utter insignificance 
when we consider the moral and prophyiactic 
effects of a rational mode of living, contrasted 
with the reverse, so prevalent in all parts of our 
country. 

But this is too general and commonplace. Let 
as particulariz:. Few persons out of the ranks of 
horticulture are aware of the improvements in ya- 
rieties of esculent vegetables, Jt has been nearly 
As great as in promology and floriculture, and the 
best sorts can be grown as cheaply as the poorest. 
A cauliflower costs the gardener little more than 
a cabbage—count the tweaty years that it will 
produce crops, from one planting, and asparagus 
is cheaper than green peas; andif you do not 
already know it, every one who does will tell you 
that it is muchjthe carlicst, most productive, whole- 
some and agreeable. And so on with the hun- 
dreds of new varieties, the seeds of which can be 
had of our dealers, who now import largely from 
Eorope, and.especially France, where the per- 
fection of garden vegetables is ‘an importat sci- 
enee. - 

Though not equal to fruits, vegetables are ren- 
sonably nutritious, and tend greatly to the preser- 
yation of health, in theirseason, and what is more, 
and within the reach of every family possessing the 
use of a rood of ground. Every farmer who plants 
and tends a garden, will admit, that for theuse of 
his family alono, it is the most profitable portion 
of his farm in annual cultivation—and market gar- 
deners.make more money from fire acres, than 
most grain growers from five handred. 

Many of the small fruits are nearly, as. rapidly 
and as cheaply grown as Vegetables, “requiring 
little space for the supply of a family; and at this 
day, the creation of « bearing orchard, of standard 
trers, is the work of'six or eight years, at most; 
and with dwarfs, balf the time will convert the 
nursery tree into a profitable bearer, and give the 
proprietor of a single acre larger, fairer, and more 
luscious fruits than are now'grown on three farms, 
out of four—the average of the Union over. 

No one questions the excellence. and luxury of 
fruits, while many do their economy aud whole- 
someness, ax articles of food. It has been shown, 
however, ov extemd over again, that an ‘equal por- 
tion of well chosen soil, with the same outlay in 
money and labor, will inno other crop, or rota- 
tion of crops, yield as much money value; during 
an ordinary life-time, as an orchard. . The com) 
parative amount of nutriment has aiso been settled 
by repeated analyses. Take the apple, for exam- 
ple; and it has Ween found much richer in the 
principles which go to the formation of brain and 
muscle than the universal potato—thongh. the 
lattor ia richest in fattening properties, The 
sweeter fruits are those best culculated Tor food, 
while the:acid sorts are often most grateful to the 
palate, and yalaable as preventive and reniedial 
agents. Yet commend: us to the sugary ones, and 
to that sweetest of all—the fig—of which we trust 
a variety may sometime be produced, sufGeiently 
hardy to withstand the winters of Southern Illi- 


fairest and best apples seperately, marking them 
as Grst quality, and the restas second quality, 
while those which are bruised or unsound, make 
a third class, yalaable chiefly for culinary pur- 
poses. Those of the first quality may be packed 
in alternate layers of apples and dry chaff; or they 
may be wrapt seperately in clean, soft coarse pa- 
per, and put up Tike oranges, in barrels, or boxes. 
Sometimes we place two or three varitiesin a bar- 
rel, as, for example, Roxbury Russetts at the bot- 
tom, Baldwins inthe middle, and Hubbardston 
Nonesuch at the top, so that they may be actessi- 
Ble in the order of their ripening; but generally it 
is a much better practice to keep the varieties sep- 
arate, marking the name of each with chalk on 
the outside of the barrel or box. The confituriers 
(confectioners and restaurant, keepers) of Paris, 
pack winter apples, pears, also grapes, nuts, po- 
tatoes, &e., in tight boxes or barrels, having al! 
the interstices filled in with powdered charcoal,— 
These barrels or boxes are stored away in cool dry 
places where the temperature doos not vary much 
frym 40 degrees Fabr., and the fruit keeps finely 
and for along time. More pears are exported by 
the French than by any other na‘jon. In putting 
up the fruit for shipping they pack it up in boxes 
such asa man can easily -handle, The bottom 
and sides of the boxes are lined with dry moss or 
soft paper. The pears are each wrapped. in a 
separate paper wrapper, and carefully packed in 
Tayers, in these boxes, the largest being put at the 
bottom. All the insterstices carefully filled with 
dry moss or ‘paper. 

From the gathering to the eating of a specimen 
of fruit, it should never receive any rough usage 
which should be sufficientte baeak anegg. Com- 
carriers and market men should handlo baskets 
and boxes of fruit just as they do those contain- 
ing egg» or glass. 

Maxkez your own Caxpirs.—Take twelve pounds 
of alam for every ten pounds of tallow, dissolve 
it in water bofore the tallow is put in, and then 
melt the tallow inthe alum-water with frequent 
stirring, and it will clarify and hardon the tallow, 
So as to make a most beautiful article, for.either 
Winter or Summer use, almost as good a sprm. 

If the wick be dipped im spirits turpentine, the 
candles will reflect atmuch more brilliant light.— 
{American Farmer, ri

But after all, where it can be perfected in 
the open air, and “the soil is well adapted to its 
production, therogsno frdit equal to the grape—all 
things considered, 

There 1s a nocessity of multiplying» instences 
to prove the curate properties of ripe fruits. Take 
a familiar and most formidable class of diseases— 
“bowel complaints”—including dysentery, &c., as 
anexample. Every #ld woman will tell you of 
the efficacy of ripe blackherries; and an often quo- 
ted bit of history (which telly ofan army melting 
away under dysentery being cured by the soldiers 
eating frecly of the ripe grapes in the vineyards, 
where they were quartered to dic)—is but one il- 
lustration among thowsands which might he giv- 
en, Nine out of ten of these cases might be pre- 
vented by the habitnal use of ripe fruits, and the 
most sensible remedy for the teeth, is the jucies of 
fruits disectly administered. 

In the mature juices of fruits lie their medical 
properties. And though a noble and a most phi- 
lanthropic prejudice mects us here, we most reli- 
giously believe, that when properly fermented, and 
free from adulteration, in the form of wine and ci 
der—these are equally efficient, and, in reasonable 
quantities, equally harness. 

We are compelled to believe further, that in the 
extension of vineyards antl orchards will be found 
the lasting remedy for intemperance in America. 
Cider, superior to half the wines of commerce, can 
be made for 20 cents per gallon; and the whole- 
some and exquisitely delicious Catawba “dry 
wines” may yet be produced at something more 
than dowble that price, when all the lands in the 
country that will grow the vine are devoted to its 
cultivation—and the lands suited for the vine are 
fit for little else. Such are our sem‘-barrens, 
steam banks, steep hill sides,.and dry elevations, 
everywhere south of about the latitade of forty 
degrees, in the United States. : 

Careful estimates give 200 gallons por acre as 
the lowest annual average, heretofore, of wine 
from the Catawba grape; and at present prices a 
profit of $50 por acre is realized. Hardier vari- 
eties will be produced hereafter, and there is eye- 
ry reason to believe that more science in the cul- 
ture of the vine anc, the manufacture of wine, 
will give greatly increased results in the future, 
avd a more general and extensive planting bring 
the article within the reach of those who now 
poison themselves with whiskey, or stupify and 
brutalize humanity on malt liquors, because they 
are cheap;—an atthe same time create a profita- 
ble employment for the labor now devoted to. the 
supply of the brewery and the still—[Pra:rie Far.
